Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1941,  on  the  sanitary  conditions  existing  in  the  Tyne 
Port  and  the  work  and  activities  of  your  officers  during  this 
period. 

As  this  Report  is  strictly  limited  as  to  the 
character  of  the  information  which  is  permitted  by  the 
Government  to  be  published  in  wartime,  it  will  necessarily,  oe 
both  brief  and  relatively  unins  true tive ,  being  confined  to 
statements  of  a  very  general  nature. 

Shipboard  conditions,  comfort  of  crews,  and  rigid 
surveillance  of  health  particulars  on  all  ships  arriving  from 
foreign  ports,  have  Constituted  the  bulk  of  the  year’s  work. 

Fewer  Peratisation  Exemption  Certificates  were 
issued  during  the  year,  though  a  considerably  greater  number 
of  fumigations  were  performed  under  our  supervision,  and  rat 
destruction  was  considerably  higher. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  no  case  of 
major  infectious  disease  occurred,  and  it  was  unnecessary  to 
into  use  the  quarantine  facilities  »f  the  p*rt?  on  any  occasi 

Of  minor  diseases  also,  there  were  few  cases.  They 
were  sporadic  and  non  epidemic  in  type. 

Scabies  however,  did  assume  a  certain  prominence, 
and  hospitals  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  authorities, 
were  called  upon  to  treat  cases  and  disinfect  effects  and 
bedding.  Appropriate  advice  on  scabies,  it’s  treatment  and 
prevention,  is  now  issued  to  e^ch  vessel  on  arrival. 

Several  changes  in  tne  Staff  occurred  during  the 
year,  R.  S.  Burn  joining  H.M. Forces,  and  three  inspectors  were 
temporarily  released  for  work  with  other  authorities. 

All  Members  <jf  the  Staff  have  worked  efficiently 
and  well  throughout. 

Finally,  on  behalf  of  your  officers  and  myself,  I 
wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  sympathy  and  support 
accorded  to  us  by  you  in  our  work.

Where  water  is  supplied  by  means  of  v/aterboats,  a 
system  of  partially  chlorination  has  been  enforced  with  very 

satisfactory  results. 


The  Bacteriological  Analyses  have  been  consistently 
good  though  the  decision  of  one  Public  Utility . Company  to 
chlorinate  their  waters  at  the  source  without  disclosing  the 
fact  to  us5  led  to  certain  complaints  of  slight  hyper 
chlorination.  This  was  however  rectified  when  the  fact  was 

disclosed .
